Samuel S. Strat­ 
ton of Schenectady "must be con­ 
sidered as a logical choice" for 
the party’s nomination for U.S.

PIRACY 
Castro or his associates are undoubtedly hav­ 
ing a ball over the kidnapping of American air­ 
planes. Stated in simple terms, this amounts to 
piracy in the air, to the kidnapping of American 
citizens. Thus tat, no one has been moldered in 
a pirated plane but that does not lessen the crime. 
No one would engage in such a perilous ac­ 
tivity unless the rewards were sufficiently large 
to justify the risk and someone must be paying 
those rewards and offering them conspicuously. 
Nevertheless, no public announcement has been' 
made of a regard offered or received. 
The attitude of the Kennedy Administration 
arni ot the Democratic leadership in Congress has 
not been satisfactory to the American people and 
the sense of outrage is swelling. Granted that it 
is policy not to originate World Wajf 111 over 
Cuba; it nevertheless is impossible for our people 
to accept the indignity and ridicule that arises 
from these acts ot piracy. The general sentiment 
seems to be that the Administration ought to 
have ways of curbing this piracy, of stopping the 
piracy, of forcing the return of the planes and. 
if necessary, of going into Cuba not only to get 
the planes but to get the pirates. 
It is true that the result of such a program 
could be Soviet interference. Khiushchev has pub­ 
licly warm'd that he will protect Cuba from 
American intervention and the word intervention 
can be broadly interpreted But can it be inter­ 
preted to mean that the United States can do 
nothing, not even to defend itself against piracy , 
not even protect life and property seized in 
American or international air? If we have fallen 
so low, what is fib' purpose of all our activity? 
We might just as well give up without a battle 
and submit to Khrushchev's dictatorship. 
This then becomes the issue rather than 
piracy. Survival involves self-respect and dignity 
and an administration must recognize these quali­ 
ties as essential to the morale of a nation. A 
country that i« ashamed of itself cannot go for

The governments themselves 
however, are worried. /Foreign 
ministers and ambassadors in all 
the capitals are busy talking a 
lot to each other, and the tele 
phone lines- are crowded with 
official business.

official conferences, 
there 
seems to be as yet a lack of co­ 
ordinated

Western powers. It’s a sort of 
wait-an-see kind of approach. It 
isn’t even clear just what is the 
issue on which the West will risk 
everything, including war.

Broadly speaking, what is alt- 
sent is a spirit of idealism and 
a willingness to fight, if neces­ 
sary, for those ideals.

Instead, the 
word goes out, for instance, that 
the W estern allies are so afraid 
of possible revolution in East 
Germany that the people there 
have been asked through official 
American radio broadcasts to 
keep calm and avoid any dis­ 
turbances which could lead to 
the use of force.

The Western powders keep hag­ 
gling among themselves about 
legal rights in Berlin when the 
basic issue is the continued en­ 
slavement of 16,000,000 human 
beings in East Germany. 
There 
is nowadays a lot in the press 
about the need for selfdrtermin- 
ation of half-civilized peoples in 
Africa, but there seems to be a 
temerity about proclaiming such 
a goal for the civilized peoples of 
Eastern Europe, Already resent­ 
ment is rising in West Germany, 
whose people are beginning to 
feel they are being forsaken by 
the West.* 
The true issue is whether the

(AP) — The 
lowly wood shaving, once a waste 
product in carpentry, has found a 
home—or at least a place in the 
home. 
The National Gypsum Co. today 
unveiled “spiral-core.” an interior 
wall panel that has as its basis

Allies Caught Flatfootedly Unprepared 
West, Fearing New Blockade, 
Plays Down .Counter Measures

W’estem Allies flatfootedly unpre­ 
pared when over the weekend he 
suddenly sealed off East Berlin 
by stopping the flight of East 
Germans to West Berlin.

Wishful Thinking Now 
At the moment this looks like 
wishful thinking.

o n ‘ Indian affairs after criticism 
of the proposed SI 14-million Kin- 
zua. Pa., dam broke out anew’. 
Rep. James A. Haley, D-Fla.,' 
subcommittee chairman, 
termed 
the flood control dam "a trans­ 
gression of the 1794 treaty with 
the Senecas ” 
The whole matter of handling 
the Senecas In connection with the 
proposed dam and reservoir w'as 
done in “the mast underhanded 
fashion I’ve seen.” Haley said. 
> 
Backers of the Kinzua project 
contend that all alternatives to 
the dam have been studied and 
that no further time should be 
lost in proceeding with the long- 
authorized project. 
The dam would provide flood 
protection and stream regulation 
along the entire lower Allegheny 
River valley. 
The bill now under committee 
consideration has no direct con­ 
nection with the Kinzua project 
other than allowing the Indians 
more leeway in using tribal funds 
for possible expenses in negotiat­ 
ing with the federal government 
for compensation for their lands. 
The Allegheny reservoir will be 
located 12 miles south of the 
Pennsylvania-New York State line. 
The reservoir, however, will flood 
many miles of the Seneca Reser­ 
vation along the river in South­ 
western New York State. 
The $5,000 limit on expenditure 
of Indian fundi was established 
in the Seneca Leasing Act of 1950 
Rep Charles E 
Goodell. R-N. 
Y., whose district includes part of 
the Seneca reservation, said the 
Seneca Nation Council had en­ 
dorsed it.

The long-range measures prob­ 
ably will include a system under 
which the mayor would be re­ 
stricted, in his school-board ap­ 
pointees. to a list of nominees 
prepared by outstanding citizens 
of the city, the leaders of its 
academic, cultural and profession­ 
al life.
